Herat contains no buildings worthy 
of mention, ami. in fact, own its im- 
portance to its position at, the junc- 
tion of the greal roads and at the 
mouth of ihe pass. — //. il".

Many of the ideas held even by 
generally well informed persona in re- 
gard to Ibis awful explosive are a 

little short, of wild. 

" Nilro-glycenene." said a gentle- 
man who ia pretty well informed upon 
the subject, ":s made by uniting 
acid With glycerine ai, a warm 
temperature, li is then absorbed in 
' infusoria! earth,' win h is Ihe resi- 
due ol' microscopic animals, and luts 
ureal absorptive power, li, is really 
a mineral, and is found in large 
quantities in the earth. The infusor- 
ial earth has much the greater absorp- 
tive capacity, and will hold a great 
deal more nitre glycerine in ihe same 
amount of spa. 

•• Is dynamite really so dangerona 
lo handle as a great many thins 

" Well, the men who make and 

handle nil. they are nol, at. all 

afraid of it. and it. is well known that. 

lighted with a match it w ill 

burn up like paper and do no harm ; 

but at the same time there are scores 
of cases on record where the slulT has 
exploded Without any one or anything 
touching il. and they haven't found 
oul yet what causes n to go olT. One 
reason for this, though, is tha! anv 
one who is near enough to notice vv hat 
might make it explode is USUallj 
looted in fragments after Ihe explo- 
sion. 1 suppose il explodes from de- 
composition." 

'• In what shape is it, usually made 

" In cans or packages. It is not a

" What is the most common wav of 
selling it, olT." 

" All these explosives arc set off bv 
percussion. They use fulminate of 
mercury, the material thai is in percus- 
sion caps. This makes a \cvy quick 
explosion. Fulminate of meioury is 
used because the vibrations it makes 
in exploding are (he same in number 
as those made by the dynamite. The 
terrific results of dynamite ;\\v caus- 
ed by the suddenness of the explo- 
sion."

" An infernal machine is simply 
a, box. or something of the aort, con 
taining dynamite and clockwork, so 
arranged ihat at a certain time a 
hammer falls upon a percussion cap 
and the thing explodes. There is one 
striking difference between dynamite 
and gunpowder, winch is thai dyna-
